January  to  March. 

GOLDEN  WINESAP — A  very  large  golden 
yellow  apple  with  red  cheek.  It  is  a 
very  heavy  bearer  and  an  excellent 
keeper.

Do  the 
work  then,  put  the  ma¬ 
terial  on  with  force  and 
cover  every  inch  of 
bark  and  leaf. 

Get  a  sprayer  that 
is  big  enough,  that  will 
give  one  hundred  to 
two  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds  of  air  pressure, 
that  is  adapted  to  your 
land  and  trees,  and  that 
is  durable.  Get  a  power 
outfit,  if  possible,  for 
it  does  better  work  than 
a  hand  pump  can. 
three  or  four  applications, 


The  Spraying  program  ordinarily  resolves  itself  into  two, 
one  while  trees  are  dormant  with  DENDROL,  and  the  others  on  blossoms  and  fruit  with 
VERDOL.  All  applications  must  be  guided  by  careful  study.
